HMS QUEEN CHARLOTTE 


SITTING high on the wall of an admin block in HMS 
Excellent on Whale Island, Portsmouth is the imposing 
three-quarter bust figurehead of HMS Queen Chariotte, 
representing the wife and consort of King George Il) (1744- 
1818) 

She is shown in full Coronation regalia, wearing the 
State Crown and ermine trimmed robe and is one of the 
few Naval figureheads attributed to a known carvers — the 
London workshop of George Whitfield and Nathaniel 
Keast, working for the Admiralty at Deptford from the late 
1790s to around 1820. 

HMS Queen Charlotte was built as a replacement for an 
earlier ship of the same name, a 1st Rate launched in 1790 
and accidentally blown up off Leghorn in 1800. 

The new ship was taken from the lines of the Umpire 
Class of 1772 with 104 guns and launched at Deptford on 
May 17, 1810. 

With a complement of just under 850 officers and men, 
she was to see active service as flagship of a combined 
British and Dutch squadron under the command of 
Admiral Edward Pellew during the bombardment of Algiers 
on August 27, 1816. 

Hwever, as with many vessels built at this time, with the 
developments of naval architecture she was soon found to 
be too slow for active service and was re-employed as a 
harbour-based training ship. 

In 1830 the Navy formed a technical school for gunnery 
and in 1859 the Queen Charlotte replaced the older ship 
Boyne and given the new name Excellent as gunnery train- 
Ing ship in Portsmouth. 

In 1892 she was sold for breaking up by J. Read & Co of 
Portsmouth. The figurehead was retained and moved to 
the then new training establishment on Whale isiand where 
it has remained ever since.

COCAINE worth around £20m 
has been scrzed from drugs smug- 
glers in the Canbbean thanks to 
effort of flect tanker RFA Wave 
Knight and American Coast 
(auard forces. 

Around a tonne of the Class A 
drug was ditched into the sca by 
the smuggicrs once they realised 
they were being chased by the 
tanker and a US Coast Guard heli 
copier 

Ihe smugglers’ boal was spot 
ted about 35 miles from Wave 
Knight, which was operating morc 
than 1) miles north of 
Colomma’'s Canbbecan coastlinc 

Wave Koight was working 
alongside the US Coast Guard 
cutter Tampa, and was carrying a 
Coast Guard HH-65 helicopter. 

Although the British auxiliary 
ship could not keep up with the 
smuggicrs' speedboat, the heli- 
copter was able to keep up the 
pursuit 

As the — sped away, 
they ditched cocaine oOver- 
board, and Wave Knighi’s crew 
pecked them up from the sea up in 
its Wake 

The RFA sailors recovered 26 
bales — weighing more than a 
tonne in all — with a street valuc of 
around US $30m-35m. 

[he smugglers’ boat itself disap- 
peared into Colombian waters, 
where it managed to cvade the 
authorities, but the interception 
prevented their drugs reaching 
them destination. 

US authorities believe the 
cocame was mtended cither for 
the strects of the USA or UK. 

Wave Knight's Commanding 
Officer, Capt Alan Roach, said his 
ship and crew had been “instru- 
mental” in stopping the drugs 
reaching the open market 

“This operation was a great 
example of UK-US co-operation 
in the war against drugs and we re 
all proud of the role that the RFA 
is playing in this area,” he added.

Focus on 
crocus 
for 7200 


A COLOURFUL floral trib- 
ute is being planted at 
Portsmouth Cathedral to 
mark the 200th anniversary 
of the Battie of Trafalgar. 

Between 80,000 and 
100,000 predominantly yel- 
low crocus stems will be 
planted in anchor, fish and 
rope patterns this autumn. 

Visitors will see the full 
effect of the flowers from 
around February 2005 
when the croci bloom. 

Members of the 
Cathedral's congregation, 
residents of Old 
Portsmouth and local 
school children will begin 
planting the crocus corms 
probably around 24th 
October. 

The blooms will run 
along the High Street side 
of the cathedral in Old 
Portsmouth, near the site 
of former George Hotel, 
where Nelson left for HMS 
Victory in 1805 on his way 
to Trafalgar.

Southampon, are to preserve 
the fast motor boats used by 
the wartime Services, and to 
ensure the sacrifices of their 
crews is not forgotten. 

BMPT's lease at its present 
site expires at the end of 
September 2005, so it is 
actively seeking a new home. 

“We are holding an open 
weekend on April 9 to 12 and 
hope to have a good selection 
of boats on the water as well 
as in the boatshed, along with 
a selection of military vehicles.

Some pceo- 
ple work freelance, so they fone 
to find the work, then do it, then 
find some more. 

You may have spent years writ- 
ing technical documents and 
reports, but can you show them to 
a potential employer? 

Quite often that may be a prob- 
lem, and one answer is to achieve 
a qualification which the employ- 
er will recognise. 

There are many courses on 
offer, so how do you sort out the 
good from the bad? There are 
safeguards — such as the British 
Association for Open Learning, 
(now called the British Learning 
Association) and if the college 
belongs to thal association you 
can be sure the college works to a 
high standard.

fight against revolutionanes and 
tackling the rising tide of piracy 

He told Richard Hargreaves 
that on the two and a half years 
since the September 11] atrocitics, 
men and women of the Royal 
Navy had played a major role in 
preventing the movement of ter- 
rorists by sca and curting the 
activity of modern-day piratcs in 
arcas of the seven scas 

And the Admural stressed thal 
these point actions to safeguard the 
scas would continue to ensurc the 
safety and prosperity of the UR, 
her Allies and fricndly nations 

“The war on terror is a global 
war and it s also a Naval war,” he 
explained. “Protection of the 
homeland ts always going to be the 
Royal Navy's top preornty — and the 
best way to do thal m as far away 
from the UK as posstblic 

Wars against tcrrorsm are 
never quick. The current one will 
take a greal decal of time and the 
Royal Navy will be mvvolved in it.” 

The RN is Committed to opera 
bons im the CGrulf, Indian (Ocean 
and Mediterrancan first and force- 
most in thes war on terror — opera 
tions which have shed light on the 
links between tecrrormsm, drugs- 
and arms-running and the smug- 
gling of illegal immigrants 

“This & a murky, convoluted 
world, bul whal we are lcarning 1% 
cxtremely valuable. We are gctting 
a much better handle on merchant 
shupping, the way some changc 
thcur names, fly different flags. 


“Our work in the 
Mediterranean in particular 
has made quite a difference. 
The smuggling of arms and 
illegal immigrants by sea 
has reduced dramatically.” 


Admiral West sand that the suc 
ecss of these operations had a 
direct impact on life in Britain 
even if most Britons were unaware 

Eighty per cent of the world’s 
trade moves by sca and YS per cent 
om Hritain’s trade docs. Cur coun 
try « more rchant on the sea than 
almost any other nation — more so 
than Japan and the USA,” he 
sircascd 

“And if there m a threat al sca 
then if is going to impact on us. Al 
the moment it costs £] to ship a 
video recorder from Shanghai to 
the LK by sca — and that's becausc 
of the security provided af sca 
Ihats why the Koval Navy must 
look after maritime tradc. It's a 
message which the average person 
in Brvtaon docs mot rcalesc.” 

Ihe Navy's core task — as it had 
been for centunes — was to defend 
the mother country, and Admiral 
West said stringent cfforts had 
been made in recent years to bol- 
ster the protecton afforded KN 
vessels and merchantmecn 

Key to thes homeland defence 
was the formation of a new part 
Chicf-of-Staff Marttime Home 
land Defence held by Flag 
(Nfices Sooltland, Northem 
England and Northern Ireland. 
Kear Admiral Nick Harris, whose 
task was to ensure thal Hritamn was 
alert lo the dangcrs ad LcrrmMo4rrsil 
ihreats by sca and could cownter 
them

Suicide boats packed with cxplo 
sives Were 4 Major concern during 
Operation Telic and they remained 
so, such that the Navy was investi- 
gating additional firepower to dcal 
with the threat 

“You can kill the occupants of a 
suncde boat with machine-guns, 
but the boat can keep on coming,” 
the Admiral said. “We are looking 
at maxhiifying systems like Phalanx 
to direct them against small sur 
face vesscls, although a lot of work 
necds to be donc 

A fast nb packed with explo 
srves is a threat — and if 1s difficull 
to counter because of rulcs of 
cngagement. We don'l want to a 
shomting at a boat full of picasure 
seckers which comes too close to 
our ships.” 

The First Sea Lord said tackling 
the terrormt threat was more than 
simply a qucstion of weaponry; 
there was an important human fac 
tor as well 

“Compared with 15 years ago 
we do much more traming of sen 
ines, boarding parties and the like 
It os a difficult area — the rules are 
complicated, bul we are very good 
at ut. We are world leaders im fast 
roping. Other nations come to 
Hritain to learn from wus, he 
added 

Carnner HMS Invincible demon 
strated how it could repel terrorsts 
last month with an cxercisec im 
Portsmouth Harbour. The ship's 
boat darted around the base al 
speeds of up to 25kts simulating a 
surcode atlack, as crew aboard 
practised thwarting the ‘tcrrorsts: 
with Invinciblie’s machine-guns 

Just as there is a possible — but 
mot spccific threal to HM war 
ships, so the threat of hijacking or 
dchiberatcly crashing a merchant 
vessc! remauwns a real onc 

And the temptation i there 
There arc more than 232 millon 
container movements by sca cach 
vcar largcr transporters carry 
upwards of 3,000 containers 
while high-profile vessels such as 
Queen Mary 2 (“an island of 
wealth”, Admiral West calls her) 
are seen 48 prime largets 

He added: “If you blow up a 
large tanker carrying hquid petro 
lcum gas, you're talking about a 
one kilo-tonne explosion. That's 
just one cxample of why homeland 
defence is important. Onc in four 
pirate attacks in 2003 was carned 
out against tankers.” 

The terrorst/prracy threat also 
meant csoort ships were necdecd to 
ensure salc passage on the scas 
During last years operations in 
Iraq there was a clear threat to 
shipping passing through the 
Straits of Gubraltar from an Al 
Oaucda cell operating im north 
Afnmca. and Bntesh, US and other 
Coahtion warships were dis 
patched to the region to usher ves 
scis safely through the choke port 

“Ninety-five per cent of the 
equipment used by us in [rag came 
by sca — we took 66 ships up from 
trade to do so. You need some 
thing to look after these ships. This 
shows the importance of csoort 
forces. We necd to be very careful 
when we look at numbers,” the 
Admiral added 

On piracy, Admiral West said 
the presence of a Royal Navy war 
ship i) 2&2 ICEMN) was ao powertul 
deterrent. such as off the Horn of 
ATmca, bul he po mv send ships 
info other countnes territorial 
waters to tackle the problem 

“There has been a surge in pira 
cv and unless the world ects its act 
toecther, 1 will go on increasing 
We cannot allow that.

PIRACY on the high seas is approaching record levels warns the organisation dedicated 
to curbing it — and says governments n must do more. 


The International Maritime 
Bureau says 2003 was a black 
year for scafarers with 445 
pirate attacks recorded. Only 
201) was a worse year — based 
on figures compiled since 
1991 

Nearly 100 passengers and crew 
paid with their lrves last year, 
amother 44) were assaulted and BS 
were injured 

Capt Pottengal Mukundan 
director of the IMB, said pirates 
werc bocooming morc sophrsticat 
ed, altacking cargo ships in 
swarms, and more willing to use 
their weapons 

Hot spots for the pirates arc 
Indoncsian walters anc the 
Malacca Straits one of the 
workd s busecst shipping Lancs 
ind the waters off Hangladesh and 
Nigcria 

Somalia « also considered dan 
ecrous with local warlords hijack 
ing vesscis and Kidnapping 
crew/passcngcrs lor ransom 
although the frequent presence of 
Allied warships in the remon has 
seen attacks tai! off drastically 

When law enforcement agen 
oecs take these altacks scrmously 
they will reduce. But the figures 
chow an increase in the numbers 
and the vwwolence of attacks,” Capt 
Mukundan said
